EASTERN ATHLETES IN 
NATIONAL MEET HERE 


Maj. John L. Griffith, commissioner 
of western conference athletics, re 
turned yesterday from New York 
where he took a prominent part in the 
athletic conferences of last week. 

He announced that a number of the 
larger eastern universities would send 
their star athletes to the national col- 
legiate meet at Stagg field in spite of 
the opposition of some individuals con- 
nected with the Intercollegiate A. A. A. 
A. Dartmouth and Columbia, Penn 
and several others are planning to 
send representatives. 

Maj. Griffith stated that the New 
York conferences were peaceable and 
that the gathering of the athletic 
coaches had done much to clarify the 
football situation and the general ath- 
letic situation. 

The coaches, he says, realize that 
abuses and evils exist in athletics and 
that they are united in their determina- 
tion to ride the sport of abuses. 

Reports. especially by conference 
coaches, proved that the athletic direc- 
tors and coaches of the conference 
have this season found more players 
ineligible and dropped them from com- 
petition than the reform professors 
have suspended in the last twenty-five 
years, and without publicity. 


ASKS BIG 10 MEET CLOSED 


Lafayette, Ind., Jan. 2.—Western 
conference schools only should be per- 
mitted to compete in the annual “ Big 
Ten” outdoor track and field meet, in 
the opinion of Nelson A- Kellogg, di- 
rector of athletics at Purdue univer- 
sity and chairman of the athletic di- 
rectors’ committee of the western con- 
ference. The fact that numerous ath- 
letic organizations, not in existence 
when the Big Ten track meet was 
formed, now have track meets of their 
own is given as one reason wy Mr. 
Kellogg to confine the event to “Big 
Ten ” schools. 

“Barring nonconference schools from 
the Big Ten meeting would be an 
aid to the national intercollegiate 
meet,” Athletic Director Kellogg said. 
“Many schools feel that they cannot 
enter both, so that if they were not 
permitted to engage in the conference 
event they would be almost certain to 
enter the national meet.” 

Discrimination against western con- 
ference schools by institutions which 
enter the Big Ten event only when the 
latter have exceptionally strong teams 
was given as an reason why the 
conference meet ould be only for 
members of the organization, Director 
Kellogg said.
